Representatives of the Anti-Monopoly 
League and the State Trades Assembly ad- 
dressed the convention briefly. Bourke Cock- 
ran offered strong resolutions against the civil- 
service laws, which were greeted with tre- 
mendous applause. These resolutions are sim- 
ar to those adopted by Tammany Hall some 
weeks ago. 15 

The balance of the opening session was de- 
voted to routine business, and at 2 p. m. a 
recess was taken till 7 p. m. During the af ter- 
noon there was a vast amount of wire-pulling 
and interviewing done, and at 6 o’clock it was 
loudly whispered that the evening session 
would witnese lively scenes. 

A WELL-ATTENDED SESSION. 

The five hours elapsing between the close of 
the afternoon and the opening of the evening 
session were occupied by the leading delegates 
in iooking after the interests of tneir respect- 
ive candidates. The hall was densely crowded 
when the hour for the evening session arrived. 
Fully one-half the spectators were ladies. 
delegates were all in their seats when, half an 
hour after the appointed time, Temporary 
Chairman Raines called the convention to 
order. 

The Committee on Contested Seats reported 
recommending that the contesting and regular 
delegations from Westchester be both ad- 
mitted with a haif vote for each; also that the 
contesting delegation from Chautauqua be ad- 
mitted as the rightful delegation. The contest 
in Livingston County was reported as having 
been settled and withdrawn. The report was 
adopted. 

The Committee on Permanent Organization 
reported recommending that the Temporary 
Chairman, the Hon. George Raines, be made 
Permauent Chairman. This was agreed to 
with applause. A list of Vice-Chairmen, one 
from each Congressional district, was 
also reported and agreed to. James E. 
Morrison was chosen Reading Secretary, 
Thomas F. Gilroy, W. J. Kreischer, F. C. 
Schraub, Philo Backus, William S. Andrews, 
and James M. Cook, Recording Secretaries, and 
a list of honorary Secretaries—one from each 
district. The other permanent officers beng 
agreed upon, the Hon. D. Cady Herrick, from 
the Committee on Resolutions, stated that the 
committee had been unable to complete its re- 
port and requested to be allowed until 10 
o'clock tomorrow morning. There were mur- 
murs of disappointment from all over the 
house. 

A SHOW OF HILL’S STRENGTH, 

Senator Ecclesine of New York moved that 
the convention proceed at once to the nomina- 
tion of candidates for Governor and Lieuten- 
ant-Governor. A sharp discussign followed, 
and a motion to adjourn was lost—yeas 148%, 
nays 23176. This vote was considered signifi- 
cant as a test of Gov. Hill's strength in the 
convention. Action then recurred on the mo- 
tion to proceed to the nomination of candi- 
dates for Governor and Lieutenant-Gov- 
ernor. The mover accepted an amend- 
ment striking out Lieutenant-Governor. 
A motion was then made to Still 
further amend to the effect that 
the convention proceed to nominate a candi- 
date for Governor And that a ballot thereon be 
postponed until tomorrow morning at 10 
o'clock.

[David B. Hill is still comparatively a young man. 
He was born in Chemung County, New York, at a 
small hamlet a few miles north of Elmira, Aug. 29, 
1843. He went to school at his home in Havana, 
as the place was called, till he was nearly 21 years 
of age. In 1862 he moved to Elmira to continue 
the. law studies he had begun, and was 
admitted to the bar a year or two 
later. He was recognized as a bright and push- 
ing young attorney who took an active interest 
in politics. Soon after going to Elmira the Coun- 
ty Judge offered him a place in his office, which 
was accepted, and the law partnership thus estab- 
lished lasted several years. He was elected to the 
Assembly as a Democrat in 1869, and was reélected 
in 1871. For a young man he made considerabie 
impression, and gave evidence of his  polit- 
ical instincts by introducing and s¢hampioning 
a bill abolishing contract convict labor in the State 
prisons. In 1875 he was appointed by Gov. Tilden 
a member of the commission to provide a uniform 
charter for the cities of the State, but he declined 
to serve on accouut of professional duties. He 
served as a member of the Elmira Common Coun- 
cil and was afterwards chosen Mayor. He also be- 
came interested in a Democratic newspaper at El- 
mira, with which he is stiil nominally connected. 
His practice atthe bar was quite lucrative, and he 
has been identified with many of the noted criminal 
cases in Southern New York. 

In 1882 Hill was nominated for Lieutenant-Gor- 
ernor on the ticket with Cleveland and went 
on the tidal-wave. Since he became Governor on 
Cleveland’s accession to the Presidency his Ad- 
ministration has been conducted with shrewdness 
and with an eye on the Gubernatorial nomination 
of his party. He has represented to some extent 
the machine element of the Democracy, which 
probably accounts for his strength with Tammany 
and the old-line Bourbons. His power as a wily 
leader has been more than once demonstrated. 

Mr. Hillis a bachelor. In personal appearance 
he is described as a rather striking figure. He is 
five feet five inches high, with a strong frame, and, 
though claimed by his friends to be a good man, 
weighs only 140 pounds. He is baldheaded. He 
neither smokes nor drinks, but is nevertheless a 
popular campaigner. He is said to be an 
excellent business-man, with a gelil-bal- 
anced mind in pubiic affairs, is an 
incisive debater, and a superior conversationalist. 
His habits are said to be simple and regular, and in 
illustration of this regularity it is said that he has 
eaten his meals at one restaurant in Eimira for 
twenty-one years. Heis very ambitious, and thus 
far has been reasonably successful in gratifying 
his ambition.

THE FORMER QUEEN OF THE TURF EXPIRES 
‘PEACEFULLY AT FASHION STUD FARM OF 
FATTY DEGENERATION OF THE HEART. 
TRENTON, N. J., Sept. 24.—[Special. |—Gold- 
smith Maid, who once held the proud title of 
“Queen of the Turf,” died at the Fashion 


Stud Farm, near this city, yesterday afternoon. 


Ste was ill only a few hours. A post-mortem 
examination made today showed that the 
Maid suffered from fatty degenerati 

and enlargement of the heart. She W 

28 years old last May, and for seven years has 
been living in retirement at the Fashion Stud 
Farm. The stud farm is owned by H. N. 
Smith, a millionaire stock-broker of New 
York. He purchased Goldsmith Maid, it 
is said, after ber career on the turf 
was finished, and gave der luxurious 
quarters in which to pass the remainder of her 
days. She has given birth to three colts at the 
farm, one of which is dead. In her early days 
Goldsmith Maid was as wiid as a prairie horse. 
For miles around Deckertown, N. J., where 
she was born and raised, her reputation as 
„Decker's worthiess mare“ was established by 
the havoc she made among the fences and corn- 


fields of the farmers. Her owner, Jobn B. 


Decker, bad bought her mother of a peddler, 
and she became so useful that he decided to 
get the best colt he could from her. Gold- 
smith Maid was the offspring of this mare 
by a Hembietonian stalllon belonging 
to Maj. Edsall of Goshen. Mr. Decker was very 
fond of her, and it was only by his wife’s eu- 
treaty that he parted with her for $260 to 
his nephew, John H. Decker of New- 
burg, in. November, 1864. She was then 
8 years old and untamed, Young 
Decker in turn sold her for $350. 
The next spring he met Alden Goldsmith and 
put him on the track of the mare. Mr. Gold- 
smith bought her for $600 and turned her over 
to ‘William Bodine to train. She was nat- 
urally a good runner, and was 80 per 
sistent in ber inclination to run that 
Bodine waseveral times in danger of losing 
his life by her capers. But he haa faith in 
her and when she understood what gait he 
wanted she became perfectly tractabie in his 
hands. She won several local races at the 
start of her career uader Bodine. From 
her first race of note, in Newburg in 1867, 
where she made 2:24, she finally lowered her 
record in 1871 to 2:17. Budd Doble was 
then her owner, having bought her for 


$20,000° in 1868. On the lowering of | 


her record Henry N. Smith bought ber 
for $35,000. Her record later went to 2:14, 
in 1876. Her last appearance on the turf was 
at Toledo, when she tried to beat 2:14 and 
made three heats in 2:23, 2:21%. and 2:22. 
As she was then 20 years old her owner 
thought she had earned retirement. She bad 
trotted in 132 races, of which she bad won 
ninety-two. Her earnings were neariy $240,000. 


DAKOTA’S CONVENTION, 


THE QUESTION OF WOMAN-SUFFRAGE TO BE 
SUBMITTED TO THE PEOPLE—CONSIDERA- 
TION OF VARIOUS DETAILS, LEGISLATIVE 
AND OTHERWISE. 

Sroux Falls, Dak., Sept. 24.-—[Special.]— 
The Constitutional Convention made an appro- 
priation this morning for carrying out the pur- 
poses of the convention, preliminary to the 
submission of the Constitution to a vote of the 
people. The action heretofore taken providing 
for the submission of a separate woman-suf- 
frage clause was reconsidered today and re- 
scinded. A provision was put in the body of 
the Constitution directing the Legisia- 
ture at its first session after the 
admission of the State ‘to provide 
for submitting to the vote of the people a 
woman-suffrage amendment to the Constitu- 
tion. This plan is understood to be more satis- 
factory to a majority of the woman-surfrag- 
ists, as they prefer to postpone a decisive con- 
test. The convention spent nearly the whole 
day cousidering the report of the Committee 
on Schedule and Ordinance. It relates mainly 
to the details concerning the elections, form of 
ballot. organization of the Legisiature, and 
election of United States Senators. Just be- 
fore the close of the afternoon session Mr. 
Haines offered the following as an additional 
section to the schedule: 

Nothing in this Constitution or schedule con- 
tained shall be construed to authorize the Legisla- 
ture to exercise any powers except such as are 
necessary to its organization to elect United States 
Senators, to provide and pass means and measures 
necessary, preliminary, and incident to admission 
to the Union, and to assemble and 
reassemble and adjourn from time to 
time: either to authorize any officer of the Execu- 
tive or Administrative branches to exercise any 
powers of his office, except such as may be pre- 
liminary and incidental to admission to the Union: 
nor to authorize any officer of the Judiciary De- 
partment to exercise any of the duties until the 
State of Dakota shall have been regularly admitted 
into the Union. : 

This was offered as a conservative deciara- 
tion in order that certain provisions of the 
schedule providing for the election of officers 
may not be misconstrued. At the request of 
Judge Campbell consideration of the resolu- 
tion was postponed until the evenme session. 
When the convention met this evening Judge 
Campbell offered the following substitute for 
the Haines resolution: 

Nothing in this Constitution or schedule shail be 
construed to authorize the State Government or 


the State or judicial officers to do any et contrary 


to the Constitution and laws of the United States. 

A spirited debate ensued, in which the ques- 
tion as to whether or not the convention con- 
templated any revolutionary ings was 
broached. When the matter was brought toa 
vote the Haines resolution was almost unani- 
mously adopted. The following State Execu- 
tive Committee was then eiected:

The several committee reports are pow in 
the hands of the Committee oa Arrangement 
and Phraseology, and the Constitution as a 
whole will be ready for presentation to the 
convention tomorrow morning, and it is ex- 
pected that the convention will adjourn tomor- 
row night.

CONTROLLING THE VOTERS, 


HOW THEY ARE HANDLED BY SALOON- 
KEEPERS, POLICEMEN, AND LODGING- 
HOUSE KEEPERS ON THE WEST SIDE. 
Brennan, the Despiaines street saloon- 

keeper, better known among his associates as 

„Red Brennan, is not a very good man in all 

truth, but he is not the only one around the 

Desplaines Station who profits by the mis- 

fortunes of the male and female miserables 

who make the Ninth Ward their rosidence. 

This is done systematically by at leust 

half a dozen and apparently with the sano- 

tion of official authority. He is not the 
only one even who makes a profit by the bail- 
ing business. Tus TRIBUNE as early as last 


March named halt a dozen who were engaged 


in the business. It is not necessary to adver- 
tise them by mentioning their names again. 
One of them was an officer of the Desplaines 
Street Station, who accumulated in three years 
enough’ money to buy an interest in a notori- 
ous tough lodging-house on Madison street, 
also a saloon on Desplaines street, near the 
corner of Madison. This man, Brennan. 
a Sergeant of Police named Bowler, 
and one Pollock, who ran for Super- 
visor last spring managed the campaign in the 
Ninth Ward for Harrison last spring, They 
were and are men of great influence. It arises 
in this way. The owner of the lodging-house 
can accommodate about 200 voters election- 
day. Haif of the unfortunates are run into 
the station the night before election. They are 
given their liberty if they will locate at the 
lodging-house. under leadership of a captain, 
who will lead them to the polis next day. The 
lodging-house keeper was an official of the 
station, his friend, the sergeant, had charge of 


the squad, the young pawnbroker ran the me 


sages, Brennan merely assisted to the best of 
his ability. After the election the station- 
keeper found that his business had increased 
to such an extent both at the saloon and the 
lodging-bouse that he resigned to attend ex- 
clusively to business. His partner in the 
lodging-house was his shadow in the bailing 
business before. He bas assumed responsibil- 
ity bimself since. He shares the patronage 


with **Red”’ Brennan. There is one thing the 
latter will not permit him to do, however, aud 
that is to share in the profits of the wine raid 
nigbis. Jt is not imirequentiy that raids 
are made over in the Desplaines 
street district. They are made after 12 o'clock 
usually. The ‘“gir.s’’ and their men are 
brought in. If they want a bottle or two or 
sOmething strong they can have it by sending 
out to Brennan. Otherwise they cannot siake 
their thirst at the wine or whisky fountain. 
Brennan can send an) thing he likes and charge 
what he likes for it. He has à monopoly of the 
purveying. The lodging-house keeper has to 
put up with other perquisits. Whether 
both divvy with the sergeant or 
higher authorities is something that 
cannot be sworn to by many persons. But 
there are still other favorits. There are some 
men of influence with the powers that de: 
there are some who know @ great deal. They 
must be cared for, and it is done in the tollow- 
ing novel fashion: The unfortunate females 
who parade Madison street nightly are informed 
by the ever vigilant cops that if they do not 
turn in—that is to their roomse—they will be 
run in. They are not slow to take the hint. 
They know of three resorts in the 
vicinity of the Desplaines Street Sta- 
tiun where they can go without fear 
of molestation. One of these is an all-night 
saloon on Halsted street in which an Alderman 
is interested; another is a saloon on Randolph 
street, near Halsted, kept by a police officer's 
brother; the third resortison Clinton street, 
south of Madison, and it is supposed to belong 
to another police officer. In these three places 
after 11:30 every night may be found trom 100 
to 200 unfortunate women with their depraved 
male compunions. Their orgies are of the 
most degrading character. They swill beer and 
vile whisky until all hours of the morning. No 
policemen ever interfere. In not a saloon in the 
vicinity isa woman allowed to resort after 
11:30. Sunday night when the boys are fiush 
the ‘turning in business has to begin about 
II o’ciock,. The streets are crowded at that 
time. The three saloonkeepers reap a rich 
harvest Saturday nights. Do they divvy up? 
Yes, all but the Alderman. Some of the Madi- 
son street groggerykeepers have frequently 
protested aguinst the iavoritism, to no pur 
pose, however. One Hebrew persisted. He 
was “yanked up several times until he 
ceased to annoy. An ex-policeman then bought 
out his place. As these people are good for 
600 votes any eiection-day they are not meddied 
with. 

An evening paper publishes an interview 
with Charies Crockett, who formerly kept a 
saloon at No. 123 South Haisted street.

Springs, Wyo.—Other Trade and 
Labor Notes. 


CLEVELAND, O. sept. 24.—[Special.]—The 
great strike in the Kolling-Mill is 
over, and after twelve weeks’ stubborn resist- 
ance the company has yielded to the inevitable 
and accorded the victory to the strikers. This 
struggle between capital and labor has been 
one of the most remarkable on record, and the 
5,000 determined workmen have succeeded in 
bringing their employers to terms, thoagh a 
week ago indications pointed to a result of an 
entirely different nature, There was war in 
pa a this morning in the vicinity of the mills, 

few men went to work, the falling of 
in ca umber from the day previous being 
very marked. Crowds of angry strikers sur 
rounded the buildings and blocked up the 
streets leading to the rolling-milis, At 12:35 
p. m. a dispatch was received at the megane 
office of the company saying: 

On account of a rise in the New York iron mar- 


ket the workingmen of this company will receive 
June prices. JOHN WALKER, Superintendent. 


This dispatch was at once posted up on the 
gates and in other conspicuous places. In a 
few minutes great crowds had gathered about 


the placards, and the news spread like wildfire 


over the neighborhood. There was much 
cheering and exultation, and a general feeling 
that the end had been reached at last. It will 
be remembered that the strike was caused by 
notice of a reduction of wages the first day of 
July last, and the company up to this tims has 
steadily refused to rescind that order, prom- 
ising to do so when the trade improved. 

Mayor Gardner has been untiring in his 
efforts to bring about a compromise, and 
it is largely due to his intervention that a set- 
tlement bas been reached. It is well for all con- 
cerned that the company yielded when it did, 
for there was trouble brewing, and another 
twenty-four hours would have witnessed 
scenes of bloodshed and riot far beyond any- 
thing that has so far marked the struggle. At 
10 o’clock this morning tlie strikers held a se- 
cret meeting. It was resolved to make an or- 
gan zed attack on the mills at 9 o’clock the 


next morning. Every man was to be armed 


with a revolver and a club. The Poles and Bo- 
hemians were Grilled for an hour and given in- 
structions what todo Friday. The notice of 
the restoration of June prices removes an in- 
ceptive for attack, and probably none will be 
made. 

At Fullerton street Mr. M. A. Honisberg, 
master mechanic of the wire wills, and John 
Mohr, a machinist employed in the same piace, 
alighted from the car and started for their 
homes on South Prospect street. A crowd of 
strikers followed and, no police being in the 
vicinity, began to throw rocks, one of which 
struck Mohr in the back. Honsberg drew his 
revoiver and fired it in the air, his object being 
to frighten away the strikers and summon the 
police. One small Bohemian knelt down and, 
taking deliberate aim at Honsberg, fired. He 
did not hit him, and Honsberg turned on the 
mob ana emptied his revolver int it. It is not 
known whether any of his shots took effect, but 
the mob scattered. 

It is not known definitly whether the more 
rabid of the strikers will accept the terms of- 
fered by the company, or will stick out tor 
country prices. A mase-meeting of strikers in 
Newburg this evening was largely attended. It 
was decided to accept the terms of the com- 
pany upon condition that all the men impli- 
cated in the strike be allowed to return to work. 


THE STOVE MOLDERS AND MANUFACT- 
URERS HOLD A CONFERENCE. 

Troy, N. Y., Sept. 24.—-|Special.}—The Con- 
ference Committee appointed by the molders 
met the stove manufacturers today, and the 
question of an increase of wages recently de- 
manded by the Molders’ Union was fully dis- 
cussed. The manufacturers stated, in refus- 
ing to comply with the demand, that the stove 
trade was dull, that the boom referred to 
by the molders was confined to a few stoves

of sevuring trade that bad gone elsewhere. To 
advance prices on this line of guods, the 
manufacturers contended, would drive the 
trade away from the gity.

Mr. C. C. Bonney of Chicago also read one 
on the same subject. It was properly the

friendiy Power. The association shouid at 
once charge some officer, committee, or agent 
with tne work of procuring the proper treaty 
changes to provide for the extradition from 
other countries of persons indicted in the 
United States for embezziement or any misuse 
of bank funds. Uniess the business was.com- 
mitted to some specitic agency for immediate 
prosecution years would pass before any sub- 
stantial progress would be made. Therefore 
he suggested the adoption of a resolution em 
powering the President of the association to 


appoint a committee to take charge of the 


matter and have the proper treaty provisions 
presented to the President of the United States 
and the Department of State with a request 
for their aid in procuring the adoption of the 
same. Also that such committee be instructed 
to take such further action as was deemed ex- 
pedient, and report the result to the next an- 
nual meeting. 

Inasmuch as the members thought the reso- 
lution already prepared on this subject suffi- 
client Mr. Bonney's resolution went to the 
Executive Council,,which was a polite way of 
killing it. 

The resolution that had been adopted was 
presented by Mr. Camp and was as follows: 

Resolved, That the Executive Council is hereby 
authorized and requested to take such steps as are 
found necessary by memorial in behalf of the asso- 
ciation, or otherwise, to procure such amendments

It covered burglars, but not those who robbed 
in the ordinary way and tbose who committed 
freuds and violated trusts. 

The resolution was then adopted. [Applause.] 

DEFALCATIONS. 

Before the extradition resolution was adopted 
Mr. Rhawn of Philadelphia reaa a paper by 
William P. Drew, Nationai Bank Examiner, on 
“* Defalcations.”’ Some of the principles which 
he suggested should obtain. in every well regu- 
lated bank were to separate the handling and 
custody of money and other funds from the 
clerical force of the bank; to intrust the tell- 
ers with the cash only; to divide the custody 
of the funds between the cashier or president 
and the teller; to keep the custody of collater- 
al for loans from the person who has charge of 
the paper supported thereby; not to allow the 
cashier to keep the general ledger; to rotate 
individual bookkeepers without notice, and to 
insist on the strictest accuracy in ail settie- 
ments and accounts. Correct forms of organ- 
ization and wise methods in management 
should be supplemented by thorough, frequent, 
and unexpected examinations by officers and 
directors. All the cash of the bank should be 
counted, including mutilated notes. All secu- 
rities should be produced and their vaiue 
noted. The expense account sbould be ver- 
fied by the production of the vouchers, and 
charges in the exchange account, if any is 
carried, should be scrutinized. In a word, ex- 
aminations of banks, by whomsoever made, 
should be as critical and exhaustive as pos- 
sible. 

Prof. Albert 8. Bowles of Pennsylvania fol- 
lowed with another on the same subject. The 
more elaborate the machinery for conducting 
the banking businpess—the more red tape,“ if 
they wouid—so long as the undivided direct 
responsibility was maintained, the more com- 
plete was the security. One of the first guards 
should be stringent supervision of the tellers— 
note, paying, and receiving. Then the largest 
possible amount of money should be kept un- 
der double lock and key, so that conjoint 
action would be necessary to get at it. Stell 
more importiint was it to prevent defrauding 
by higher offcers. In this connection the En- 
glisb system of a bank auditor offered valuable 
suggestions. Still the element of trust in the 
banking business could not be whoily elimi- 
nated, and unless bonest men were employed 
ro guards would proveeffective. This brought 
out the question of bow a bank could secure 
honest officiais. First of all, it should get men 
who did not speculate, either with their own 
or with the bank’s funds. Then efforts should 
be made to have the present extradition laws 
amended so that the delinquents could be pun- 
ished ina way to deter others from wrong-do- 
ing. And much could be done in this direc 
tion by cooperation among the banks to pro- 
tect one another from frauds of every kind. 

CLEARING-HOUSES. : 

Clinton McCarthy of Louisville read a paper 
on Clearing- Houses.“ It vresented an ex- 
haustive review of their beginning in London 
and their progress to the present nigh state of 
perfection. He told bow the Louisville banks 
bad formed the Bankers’ Credit Liability As- 
sociation,’’ whose object was the interchange 
of reports respecting the amount, extent, and 
character of liability of any party of parties 
applying to any member for a loan, or who are 
already indebted to a member, and concerning 
whom an inquiry is made, and the exercise of 
such joint efforts as shall as far as practicable 


prevent loss from unwise expansion of credit 


lines. It had proved very successful, and the 
system could be applied in places where the 
population was not too large. The plan of ob- 
taining information of this character could be 
made practical and available both for local 
and National purposes in a way which the pa- 
per went on to suggest. 

Mr. J. B. Perry of Fond du Lac offered the 
following, which was referred to the Executive 
Council: 

WHEREAS, Serious losses have occurred on dis- 
counted paper by reason of the want of knowledge 
on the part of bankers of the amount of paper their 
customers have under discount at other banks; 
theretore, 

As the sense of this convention, that we 
recommend to the clearing-houses in the various

THE “SUN” THINRS IT WASN’T MUCH OF A 
CONVENTION. 

New York, Sept. 24.—[Special.|—In an edi- 
torial on the Bankers’ Convention at Chicago 
the Sun Says: 

The convention of bank officers just held at Chi- 
cago has attracted more attention than it deserved. 


In was composed of a number of respecta- 
dle men, 


who undoubtedly are worthy citi- 
zens, but who have no more knowledgé of 
the subjects of banking and finance than they have 
acquired in the business of receiving money on de- 
posit and lending it out again. Their little addresses 
and speeches show that they have never studied 
history with attention nor read any of the works of 
the leading political economists. Even the laws 
of their own country seem to be unknown to them. 
Among others, Mr. Edward Atkinson vf Boston 
sent to the convention a dissertation upon the sub- 
ject of the currency, in which he asserts of 
the reissue of legal-tender notes that 
“it is a new transaction for which there is no 
authority of law, but against which there is, lam 
confident, an express provision of law. I believe 
this point has never been presented to the Supreme 
Court.”” Mr. Atkinson, evidently, has never beard 
of the act of Congress of May 31, 1878, 
which provides as follows: Frori and after the 
passage of this act it shall not be lawful for the 
Secretary of the Treasury or other officials under 
him to cancel or retire uny more of the United 
States legal-tender notes. And when any of said 
notes may be redeemed or received into the 
Treasury, under any law, from any source what- 
ever, und shall belong to the United States, they 
shail not be retired. canceled, or de- 
stroyed, but they shall de reissued and 
paid out again und kept in circulation.’ 
The constitutionality of this very act was 
discussed in the Juillard case and the Supreme 
Court then held distinctly that Congress has the 
power to do the thing which Mr. Atkins says they 
have not done, and upon the lawfuiness of which 
he believes that the Supreme Court has never 
passed. 

Mr. Franklin Haven of Boston also contributed 
to the proceedings the oracular information in re- 
gard to the silver dollar that no other cause so 
potent can be found for the present depression of 
the industries of the country.“ Mr. Haven ought to 
read the newspapers. He would then learn that 
there is a depression prevailing in Great Britain 
and on the Continent of Europe which fully 
equals our own, and which such careful 
students of facts as Robert. Giffen. and 
George J. Goschen attribute largely to the 
rise in the purchasing power of gold. The simple 
truth is that the managers of our financial institu- 
tions are about as ignorant and incompetent a set 
of men as are to be found in any community, and 
little heed should be paid to their opinions,

A FATHER AND THREE CHILDREN BURNED 
TO DEATH NEAR CEDAR RAPIDS—A $10,000 
BLAZE AT MOUNT CARBON, ILL. 

CeparR Rapips, Ia., Sept. 24.—Joseph Fisher, 

a farmer living near Waubeek, in this county, 

was burned to death with his three children in 


his residence last night. His wife escaped by 
jumping out of the window. 

MuRPHYSBOKO, LIL, Sept. 24.—[Special.]—At 
11 o' clock this morning the machine-shops of 
the Grand Tower Railroad Company, at Mount 
Carbon, adjoining this city, were discovered to 
be on fire andin two hours were totally de- 
stroyed. Two locomotives were in the shops 
undergoing repairs, but one of 
with much difficulty, while the other, an old 
machine, was nearly ruined. Most of the tools 
and stock were also savedin adamaged con- 
dition. The Murphysboro Fire Department 
promptly responded to the call for assistance 
and succeeded in saving several cars loaded 
with material, The fire was doubtless acer 
dental.

A MICHIGAN AVENUE BLAZE. 

At 10:45 last night fire was discovered in the 
rear of the third story of Nos. 154 and 155 
Michigan avenue, occupied principally by W. 
C. Ritchie & Co., manufacturers of paper 
boxes. Some of the employés had been work- 
ing as late as 10:30 o’ciock, and it is sup- 
posed that they had a fire on the 
third floor, from which 9 building 
was soon after set. The flames“ worked up 
through the elevator-shaft to the fourth floor, 
which was partially damaged. The loss on 
the building, which is owned by the Nelson 
Tuttle estate, is about $1,500, and is fully in- 
sured.

$15,000, which was badly damaged by 
water, but is covered by insurance. The 
rear of the first floor was leased to 
M. D. Nolton & Co., manufacturers of lining 
macbines, who suffer a small loss. O. M. But- 
ler & Co. bad eighty-five tons of straw boards, 
worth $35 per ton, in the basement, which is 
insured. A large amount of this was entirely 
soakea with water, and will be a total loss. 
Fitty men and boys and sixty girls were em- 
ployed in the building.

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It Took an Oily Individual Backed by 
a Court Re” (o 


Vincennes, Ind., Sept. 24.—[Special.)—R. B. 
Pollard. the Indiana townsbip-bond swindler, is 
about 55 years of age, and was born in Ver- 
mont. He had but few intimate acquaint- 
ances and but little 1s known of his early life. 
He was rerarded, however, by all with whom 
be came in contact as a schemer, prolific in 
resources, with great ideas and tremendous 
motives. His characteristics in this line were 
such as to create a fear of him in the hearts of 
many with whom he came in contact. He con- 
fided in very few friends, and his past trausao- 
tons, bis past post-office addresses, and many 
of bis past business occupations are unknown 
except to the immediaté members of his fam- 
ily. When first known in this section he adver- 
tised himself in the lightning-rod business, and 
bis business dealings in that line were of such 
a slippery nature that he was constantly en- 
gaged in litigation. About five years ago 
Pollard moved to Mitchell, Lawrence 
County, Ind., and endeavored to organ- 
ize a teachers aid society,” trying to 
prevail on the President of the Southern Indi- 
ana Normal School to act as President of the 
insurance company. The insurance scheme 
was a very plausible one, and the manner in 
which Pollard presented it convinced the Mitch- 


‘ell people that there were “millions in it,’ 


but for some reason best known to himself 
Poliard failed to get the society started and 
finally threw it up. He was especially anxious 
to get one of the lea img men of Mitchell to 
head the association as President, but failed in 
his design, for the reason that it looked like a 
swindle, even though big money could have 
been made out of it. 

Pollard is a very tidy fellow in appearance, 
with clean-shaven face and brownish mus- 
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tache. He is tall, raw-boned, long-faced, geen- 
eyed, carries his age well, addicted to hquor, 
and fond of women. His name, which has 
become so notorious among the American 
people, written on thé back of fraudulent 
vonds by the score, is Reuben Benson Pollard, 
simply written, however, R. B. Pollard. 

Failing in his effort to organize a Teachers’ 
Aid Society, Pollard conceived another great 
scheme with millions in it and proceeded at 
once to carry it out. An -ipyentive genius of 
Shoals, Martin County, Ind., patented a 
wonderful giebular apparatus called a tellu- 
rian. Pollard was, very much taken with the 


apparatus, and at once saw a fortune im it, and 


proceeded to organize an incorporated company 
tor the manufacture and sale of the McBride 
tellurian, composed of many of the leading 
citizens of Mitchell. The company was offi- 
cered as follows: H. L. Kimberlin, Presi- 
dent; W. V. Moore, Treasurer; C. W. Camp- 
bell, Secretary; R. B. Pollard, General Man- 
ager. Campbell is Pollard's brother-in-law. 
From the first days of the company’s incorpo- 
ration they made dusiness boom, sold the 
tellurians for $30 each, and coined money. 
For some time this company existed, but final- 
ly it dwindled away. Poulard lost his interest 
in the institution because be could not run it 
to suit himself and embarked in tbe school 


furniture and supply business. 


The Tellurian Company, it is said, lost con- 
siderable money through Pollard’s operations. 
Pollard would take township bonds in pay- 
ment for tellurians whenever he could get 
them, and even now some members of the 
company hold several of those tellurian notes. 
The company had considerable trouble coilect- 
ing them when due. Last summer W. H. Ed- 
wards, attorney-at-law of Mitcheil, was given 
for collection a tellurian note of $500 on the 
White River School Township, Gibson County, 
Ind. Edwards sent the note to Princeton, the 
county seat, where payment was refused by 
the trustee of White River Township, and 
civil suit at once instituted. Judge Welburn 
of the Gibson Circuit Court presided at the 
contest and cited Secs. 6,006 and 6,007 of 
the Revised Statutes of 8ist Indiana, and in- 
structed the jury to return a verdict for the 
township without retiring. Edwards was in- 
gloriously beaten, but at once appealed the 
case to the Supreme Court. where the decision 
was reversed, and where Judge Howk rendered 
a decision, not yet published, filed April 
25, which holds that the two sections of the 
statutes, 6,006 and 6,007, have no application 
whatever to ordinary debts incurred by the 
trustees for furniture, apparatus, and other 
supplies for the schools of atownship. This 
decision started the fraud, together with that 
of Johnson School Township vs. Citizens’ Bank 
of Greenfield, appealed from the Clinton Cir- 
cuit: Court, Judge W. 4. Woods presiding, Su- 
preme Court of Indiana, in which Judge Woods 
holds that a Township Trustee has authority 
to buy school furniture for a school township, 
and to give the promissory note of the corpora- 
tion therefor; and that payment cannot be re- 
sisted on the ground that the goods were not 
needed and the pricé too high, unless fraud is 
shown, nor then without an offer duly made to 
return the goods.“ 

OILY AND SHREWD. 


Pollard and his co-conspirators, from the 
time of the rendering of the above decisions, 
commenced these swindling operations. Pol 
lard secured a copy of the Indiana Law Mag- 
azine, Vol. 5, No. 1, page 27, containing 
Judge Rowk’s decision, and exerted 
every effort for the sale of school 
furniture. It is not understood that he 
represented any especial furniture house, but 
sold the goods at his own prices and turned the 
orders over to the manufacturers generally at 
very close figures. His territory was large, 
but he spent most of his time in the circuit 
from Greensburg to Indianapolis, and thence 
to Morgan Park, Vermilion, Warren, Fount- 
ain, Davies, Posey, Harrison, Washington, Jen- 


ning, and Ripley Counties back to Greensburg. : 


He was an oily, entertaining taiker, active and 
energetic, feared no undertaking, and was 
soon the warm personal friend of every trus- 
tee with whom he came in contact. Pollard 
was especially popular with country people. 
When he had a big sale on hana de would 
squander his money, buy cigars by the box, 
and treat everybody in the neigbborhood. 
Pollard had a commanding and dignitied 
presence, and could get up before 
a school board and convince the members 
that they needed school supplies in spite 
of themselves. His ideas that innocent school- 
children ought to have pariors for school- 
rooms, beautiful desks to occupy, comfortable 
seats in which to pass the long and weary 
hours of their tedious school life, invariably 
captivated the country pedagogs and boards of 
education and township trustees. Consequent- 
ly his sales were immense. He adopted his 
schemes of bribery and swindling with no com- 
punctions of conscience. Pollard's assistants 
were bis son, Frank, and his brother-in-law, C. 
W. Campbell. All are said to be in Canada. 

In the first days of the schoo!-furniture 
swindling, Pollara gambled away his money as 
though it bad no value, and often before start- 
jug out on a trip would borrow $65 or $10 from 
a friend, but would always returi ast of 
the week with hundreds of dollars. In this 
way he sported around all summer, made bush- 
els of money, swindled hundreds of peopie, 
ana when it got too hot for him skipped out. 

ONE OF POLLARD’S VICTIMS. 

Pollard and Campbell are better known in 
Mitchell than in any other place in Inutans. 
Chilton of Mitchell was probably one of 
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aking money fast. 

but had no evil suspicion of him. Pollard 
owed me nearly $4,000 for work. He was slow 
about settling, but I thought he was responsible, 
and gave myself no concern about the matter, 
us I was daily handling his money. Just before 
this infamous fraud was discovered Pollard 
gave me a large block of bonds to negotiate. I 
held back the amount in bonds that Pollard 
owed me and told him of it, and he seemed 
slightly offended that I would dosucn a thing. 
‘I will pey you,’ he said, ‘every cent I owe 
you. Negotiate those bonds you have and we 
will settle in a few days.’ Pollard went away 
the day he assured me he would pay me, and 
later on be sent his son Frank to me, who tried 
to get the bonds that I had in my possession 
away from me. I heid them as collateral fdr 
the money his fatherowed me. Now I haven't 
a dollar in the world—not even my wood for 
winter, with a wife and child to support.“ 

Taking a bond from his pocketbook amount- 
ing to $840, drawn by Jobr Clarke, trustee of 
Barr Tow nsbip, Daviess County, Ind., Chilton 
continued: | 

**When tne terrible denunciation of Pollard 
appeared in the newspapers I had all arrange- 
ments to transfer this bond with others to a 
widow fora good house. Thank God, I was 
not in aburry to trade. Pollard was an oily- 
tongued, hypocritical scoundrel of the deepest 
dye, and did not possess even the instincts of a 
common burgiar. He -would as soon roba 
widow as a banker, or plunder a poor man out 
of bis last shilling as swindle a broker. Pol- 
lard completely deceived the people of Mitch- 
ell. I am in a bad box, but Isball face the 
music and stay at home. I stand in the same 
ligut as hundreds of our best citizens who have 
invested their cash in this spurious paper.” 


The whole crowd were red-hot Rebel Demo- 


crats, and contributed considerable money to 
the Democratic campaign fund. Occasionally 
if they wanted to curry favor with a Repub- 
lican they would take that side in their 
political discussions and be Republicans. 
Camptell, Pollard’s brother-in-law, ran on the 
Democratic ticket and was elected on the Town 


Board of Trustees of the Town of Mitchell in 


1883. The Pollards did everything that could 
be done to elect Campbell and squandered their 
money freely. 


A FREE-HANDED SON. 


A 
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Frank Pollard, the son, is a young man of 
about 26 years of age, fondof the giris, and 
popular with them too, because be had lots of 
money. In Mitchell he was a reguiar swell, 
and it is said was engaged to more belles 
than he bai fingers and thumbs. His 
money was the chief opject about him, 
however, and he used to throw it around 
in a lavish manner. Everybody in 
Mitchell knew Frank. He attended all 
the balis, and somables, and parties. He had 
so much filthy lucre.that the town boys stood 
out of bis way and watched him with silent 
awe. It at a social a cake or ring was put up 
to be voted to the most popular young woman 
the girl young Pollard was with was sure to 
come out ahead. He would throw in $5, or $10, 
or $50 at a time and buy votes for the giri by 
the hundred. He was a soft snap for the 
church, and whenever Frank was around the 
receipts were always large. As a general rule, 
one or two borses from the livery were not 
enough for the dashing young man, and four- 
in-hands were often brought into requisition. 
Frank Pollard was his father’s right-band bow- 
er, would watch the old man when he gambied, 
and take him home when he got too much 
“tamarack” on board. Frank negotiated 
bonds. 

DID NOT LIKE HIM. 

Tom Gibson, a restaurant-keeper in Mitchell, 
says he was always suspicious of Pollard. He 
felt that he would do the people up some 
day. The senior Pollard would borrow money 
from Gibson, and now owes bim a little bal- 
ance of $9. Gibson said that one night Pollard 
came into his restaurant considerably excited 
and borrowed $5 to stake a poker game. In 
less than two hours Pollard returned with a roll 
of money and threw down $10, saying to Gib- 
son, There's your money and your interest,“ 
and compelled him to take $5 interest for a 
loan of $5 two hours. 

William Boland of Mitchell, one of the weil- 
to-do cititizens, who keeps the Palace Saloon, 
said Pollard was always flush with money, 
gatnbled often, but was welliiked by those with 
whom he associated; that he bad no more re- 
gard for $10 than some people bave for 10 cents. 
Boland was strongly tempted to invest in bonds, 
but could not make a deal. At one time he offered 
a piece of property for bonds, but there being 
$40 difference between the buyer and seller the 
trade was declared off. 

The Supreme Court decisions given above 
will create widespread interest among bankers 
and brokers, as the cases cited ubove have 
direct bearing on the validity of the bonds now 
flooding the market. There are nearly $700,000 
in bonds now known to be on the market. On 
the railroad trains, in the hotels, in the stores 
—every where—complaints are heard of people 
holding this spurious paper. Farmers have in- 
vested, one railroad conductor holds $1,800 
(his bard-earned savings of three years), and it 
seems as if there was no end to the deep- 
seated and widespread rascalities of the Pol- 
lards and the rest of the bond-swindling gang.

purpose, for the mugwumps have learned by 
this time that the reform is safer in the hands 


of its friends than of its enemies. 

The retrospect of civil-service reform will 
show who have been its real friends. The 
first step towards that reform was taken in 
the resolution offered by Mr. Jenks (Repub- 
lican) of Rhode Island in 1867. Its only 
encouragement in Congress was on the Re- 
publican side. Its only advocates were THE 
Caicaco Trisune, Boston Advertiser, New 
York Tribune, Times, Evening Post, Har- 
pers Weekly, Cincinnati Gazette, Cleveland 
Leader, and other leading Republican pa- 
pers. The rank and file of the Republican 
party gave it their sympathy and support, 
and it at once became an issue as against the 
spoils system of the Democratic party. 
Andrew Johnson was naturally hostile, but 
when Gen. Grant was elected he announced 
his sympathy with the reform, and, in 1871, 
appointed a commission to make a report of 
the rules and regulations necessary to carry 
it into effect. The $d of March, 1871, a 
bill was passed making an appropriation for 
the expenses of the commission, and a month 
or two afterwards it was appointed, and a 
report was made in December of that year 
and a commission was appointed shortly 
afterwards to carry out the new scheme of 
reform. (All this was exclusively Repub- 
lican work.) It was put into successful 
operation for three years until Congress, at 
the instigation of Ben Butler, failed to make 
the necessary appropriation for the support 
of the examining committees. So that in 
the last year of Grant’s term it was only en- 
forced in some of the smaller departments 
and larger offices. 

When Hayes’ Administration came into 
power it made some vital recommendations 


| for the increase of its effectiveness, and the 


reform was renewed by the Republicans. 
During that Administration the idea became 
more strongly fixed than ever in the minds of 
Republicans, and when Gen. Garfield was 
elected it gainad new strength by his enthusi- 
tic advocacy of the anti-spoils system. Dur- 
ing Arthur’s period of office, in order to se- 
cure whatever Democratic support could be 
had, Mr. Pendleton was permitted to father 
the present law. The Republicans gave it 
almost solid support and secured a few Demo- 
cratic votes—enough in the House, controlled 
by them, to insure its passage. It was faith- 
tuily carried out by Mr. Arthur, and Mr. 
Blaine in his letter of acceptance committed 
himself to it without reservation, as did his 
party platform. Atleast 14,000 clerkships 


were controlled by this law and taken out of 


the spoils system, and under its provisions 
Democrats as well as Republicans were eli- 
gible to office, on the test of merit alone, 
under Republican rule. All that Republic- 


ans expected or asked of the Democrats in. 


case they came into power was to continue 
the operation of the reform. 

How has that expectation been met? Last 
fall a considerable number of dissatisfied Re- 
publicans in New York and New England 
bolted from the party, and believing that 
Grover Cleveland, from some vague state- 
ments he had made, was a siucere civil-sery- 
ice reformer they helped to elect him. They 
now probably realize that it is a dangerous 
policy to place sheep in the care of wolves 
who love mutton instead of in the care of the 
shepherd-dogs, who will keep them from the 
ravenous appetites of the wolves. They have 
found out that the friends of civil-service re- 
form are more likely to guard it and enforce it 
than its enemies. Mr. Cleveland in his re- 
ply to Mr. Eaton says: I believe in civil- 
service reform.“ He never once says, I will 
carry it out. Admit that he believes in it. Ad- 
mit that his intentions are friendly. Of what 
value are belief and intentions if they cannot 
be put into practice. Mr. Cleveland stands 
at the head of a party nine-tenths of whom 
believe in the spoils system. Its leaders, its 
Congressmen, its newspaper organs, all its 
important appointees thus far, are spoilsmen 
or believe in the spoils theory. No President 
was ever stronger than his party. He him- 
self in his letter of acceptance declared that 
it was his duty to execute the decrees of his 
party, and how he has executed them the ap- 
pointments of Higgins, Thomas, Troup, 
Chase, Pillsbury, Aquila Jones, Beattie, 
Hedden, Sterling, Miere, Keiley, the selec- 
tion of jail and prison graduates by the lead- 
ers of the party, his pardon of Mullen, the 
removal of tried and faithful public servants 
upon false pretenses of offensive partisan- 
ship and their replacement by men whose 
only claim is disreputable political work—all 
these open violations of the letter and spirit 
of the Civil-Servive law show how conspicu- 
ously that law has been nullified already. All 
this has transpired before his Administration 
is seven months old and before he has met 
his own Congress. The only members of 
the party he has encountered are the spoils- 
men of the Ward and Lawler and Higgins 
sort, seeking for plunder. He has yet 
to face a hostile Democratic Congress, 
which is determined to wipe out 
the last vestiges of civil-service reform, and 
before his Administration is over the fatal 
blow will be delivered to it. There are two 
fundamental differences between the Repub- 
lican and Democratic parties. The one js 
the difference between National sovereignty 
and State sovereignty. The other is the dif- 
ference between the merit system and the 
spoils system. The Republican party be- 
| lieves in the administration of the public 
- offices for the public good. The Democratic 
party believes in the administration of the 
public offices for partisan reward. That is 
» the cabe in a nutshell; and in spite of all the 
letters the President write, and however

it would be safe to give full control over the 
volume of currency into the hands of the 
banks. The abolition of silver money would 
have just that effect, and the people still re- 
member what an effort it took to secure the 
remouetization of silver after the goldites 
had taken possession of the field. It is 
curious that the bankers should overlook or 
neglect the most important phase of the 
silver question as a popular issue. 

Instead of being disposed to give the banks 

exclusive power to expand the currency 
for speculation or contract the currency in a 
period of panic the people are looking for- 
ward with marked complacency to the time 
when the National-bank note circulation shall 
be reduced to the minimum and largely re- 
placed with greenbacks or gold and silver. 
certificates.. The Government bonds do not 
afford a permanent basis for a currency, as 
the debt is growing small and will be all paid 
off in a few years. Large quantities of Na- 
tional-bank notes have been retired within 
the last two years and their place supplied 
with silver dollars and certificates. There 
are some indications fhat the bankers expect, 
after the retirement of their notes, to revive 
the old State issues to take their place 
and constitute the main body of the 
currency. The tendency among the 
people is toward just the opposit policy. 
The popular conviction that the power to ex- 
pana or contract the currency should not be 
surrendered by the Government is growing 
stronger every day, and the debtor class may 
be relied upon to oppose every movement 
calculated to strengthen the control of the 
banks over the volume of money, or the 
power to create a panic by contracting it. 
This is the feeling, often expressed and al- 
ways felt, that governs public sentiment in 
regard to discarding silver as money. By a 
judicious advocacy the people might be in- 
duced to consent to the suspension as a 
prudential measure, but they are unwilling 
to make an unconditional surrender of the 
only form of money that is now beyond the 
control of the banks. 

The popular idea is that instead of giving 
the banks greater power over the volume of 
currency they should be deprived of that 
which they hold now and be restricted toa 
legitimate banking business. Under the 
rulings of the Supreme Court the way is open 
for Congress to repeal the law fixing a limit 
on the greenback circulation and swell the 
legal-tender issue at any time the public in- 
terests require it. By virtue of the same au- 
thority the issue of gold and silver certificates 
may be continued indefinitly. In this way 
the place of the retiring National-bank notes 
may be filled by greenback issues, so that 
there will be no opportunity to revive the old 
State bank shinplaster trash, and the control 
over the volume of money will pass entirely 
out of the hands of the banks. A policy of 
this kind is sure to cOmmand strong popular 
support. Men who borrow cheap money 
don’t want any private interests to have the 
power to make them pay back indear. Mer- 
chants as well as farmers and manufacturers 
belong to the debtor class, since they are bor- 
rowers of money which they use for repro- 
duction, and thus a powerful combination of 
interests will favor Government control over 
the volume of money. The debtors, it must 
be remembered, are all constituents of some 
Congressman. 

The people might be easily persuaded to 
consent to a suspension of the silver coinage 
for the present if such action would not at 
once increase the power of the banks over 
the money supply. Instead, they are well 
pleased with the decreasing power of the 
banks in this respect through the retirement 
of the National-bank note circulation, and 
they do not intend that the old State issues 
shall be revived. The gold and silver cer- 
tificates have served them a good turn al- 
ready and they expect them to do still better 
in the future. The place of the National- 
bank notes must be supplied, and the popu- 
lar demand is that this shall be done by the 
Government and not by the banks. The sus 
pension of the silver coinage is simply an 
episode in this matter, and no argument is 
of any avail that does not strike at the heart 
of the question as a popular issue. The 
bankers discussed the technical aspects of the 
question and had little to say of that phase 
which is strong with the people. 


WHY EATON RESIGNED. 

The reason why Mr. Eaton resigned his place 
as Civil-Service Commissioner is to be found 
in the last paragraph of his letter, in which 
he admits the possibility that à number of 
Congressmen and politicians of the dominant 
party, with a considerable following of office- 
seekers,”’ will resist the policy of the Admin- 
istration on the reform issue, and that the 
resistance will prove very disastrous.” This 
letter was written in July last and before the 
Civil-Service law was seriously threatened. 
The officials of the New York Custom-House 
had not then contemptuously set it at defi- 
ance. Chase, Pillsbury, Jones, Troup, and 
Higgins had not deliberately nullified it in 
the administration of their offices. But Eaton 
saw the storm that was coming and preferred 
to step down and out rather than remain in 
place and be the butt of Democratic wrath 
and ridicule, with no possibility of protec- 
tion from the Administration. He found his 
place a delightful one under Mr. Arthur's 
Administration, and more than once testified 
his pleasure with the manner in which bis 
favorit reform was executed. If Mr. Cleve- 
land is such a devoted friend of that reform 


and is bound to execute it faithfully, why 


should he not have remained ? 

Mr. Eaton, as a Washington Democratic pol- 
itician expressed it, is fleeing trom the wrath 
to come. He knew well enough when he wrote 
his letter in July and he knows now still bet- 
ter that it is the intention of the Democratic 
party, through its Congressmen and leaders, 
gradually to break down and ultimately to 
nullify every provision of the Civil-Service 
law. He knows that no President can suc- 
cessfully maintain a policy to which nine- 
tenths. of his party are inflexibly opposed, 
and since his letter was written he has had 
demonstrations of the fact both in his cor-

s THE HIGHWINE MUDDLE. 

The distillers of the United States are at 
present in a bad tangle. They are without a 
pool; and in the absence of such a regulator 
the business has become so badly demoral- 
ized that it can only be conducted at a de- 
cided loss, In this city the price of the 
article has been well maintained in compari- 
son with the very low figures quoted in Cin- 
cinnati and elsewhere. It is not generally 
known, however, that the basis of computa- 
tion is not the same in different cities; $1.10 
here being the equivalent of $1.08 at one 
point and $1.07 at another. For instance, 
the Chicago distiller adds only two cents to 
the base price as his charge for rectifying, 
while the onein Cincinnati adds six cents to 
a base price which is usually only two cents 
below that quoted here. It may interest 
our readers to give a close approximation to 
the actual cost of the article known as high- 
wines,” that being the basis of the finished 
goods” sold to the trade. 

For the 700-bushel mash the following 
quantities of grain are used. (We give the 
current market value of each per bushel of 
56 pounds, that being the mode of reckoning 
employed under the law, though the com- 
mercial bushe) of oats contains only 32 
pounds, and of malt 34 pounds): 

Thirty-one thousand and twenty-four 
pounds of corn at 44 cents, 4,704 pounds of 
rye at 58 cents, 2,912 pounds of malt at 
$1.15, and 560 pounds of oats at 52 cents. 
Total cost, $855.80, This is very nearly 12% 
cents per gallon, reckoning four gallons to the 
bushel. The quantity of spirits obtained is 
a little more than that if the processes of 
mashing and distillation be perfect according 
to the theory; but it is not seldom less, owing 
to imperfections in the work over which 
the proprietor has no control. It is claimed 
by the distillers that their product barely av- 
erages a small fraction over four gallons to 
the bushel. To this co t of 123¢ cents for 
the grain must be added four cents for the 
barrel, one and a half cents for the coal, and 
as much more for the labor, with one cent as 
a small allowance for wear and tear, inter- 
est, and insurance, making a grand total of 
20 cents, or, with the tax, 81. 10,4 per gal- 
lon for the cost of the raw spirits called high- 
wines. In this reckoning no allowance has 
been made for the hauling of the grain to 
the distillery, that being considered as about 
offset by the value of the swill or slops. The 
latter sometimes pays more than the cost of 
hauling, and it is also possible to save by the 
use of low-grade corn, but the difference be- 
tween the selling values of the high and low 
grades has only been small for several weeks 
past. 

On this showing the $1.12 which has been 
the standard quotation for highwines in tha 
market till it was reduced «by the disruption 
of the pool is not a high pricé for the 
„goods.“ Especially not when the distill- 
eries have been run to not more than 40 per 
cent of their capacity, and sometimes as low 
as a quarter. It is not difficult tobelieve the 
statements of partfes in the business that it 
has barely paid expenses for the last two 
years and has sometimes been done at an 
actual loss. It is the old story of overproduc- 
tion, which has had the changes rung on it 
almostad nauseam by the men engaged in 
many other departments of trade. There is 
nothing peculiar in it, therefore; but it is 
due to the distillers of the West to say 
that the trouble has not been of their mak- 
ing. They have done their best to limit the 
production to something like what seemed to 
be the actual requirements of the trade. As 
a rule they have produced the goods only 
as fast as they have founda market. The 
trouble lies with the distillers south of the 
Ohio, in what is known as the Kentucky 
region. It is the distilleries of that section 
that have produced the whisky which now 
lies in bonded warehouses to the extent of 
many millions of gallons, the holders unable 
to pay the tax which is due and having no 
hope of release from the incubus except in 
some fortunate circumstance that will per 
mit them to get out of the dilema without 
paying the tax at all. 

The largest quantity of spirits that has 
been in bond at any one time was about 82,- 
000,000 gallons—nearly equal to six years’ 
consumption, if none Were produced in the 
meantime, At present the quantity in bond 
is not very far from half that, or, say, 
enough to supply the. consumption of the 
country for three years, without the addition 
of a single gallon of new material. This is 
unquestionably the result of a mistaken policy 
on the part of the Government in assuming 
nine-elevenths of the first selling value of 
the property and requiring the manufacturer 
to invest only the remaining two-elevenths 
till such time as it is wanted by the con- 
sumer. Evidently the only practical way 
out of the dilema is to. abandon the policy 
which has caused it. The stuff now on hand 


plan; but for every gallon that is produced 
in the future the tax should be levied on the 
production instgad of on the consumption. If 
it were required to pay the 90 cents per gal- 
lon of tax when the whisky is made, the 
temptation to overproduce would be less than 
a quarter of what it has been in the recent 
past, because more than five times as much 
capital would be required to carry the prop- 
erty till wanted by the consumer, If this 
should result in a material decrease in the 
quantity consumed it is putting the case 
mildly to say that the morals of the public 
would not be injured thereby.

On the next edition, if one can be 
disposed of, this shortage is cleared up and a 
very small profit remains. So that it can be 
seen that to be a sligutly profitable investment 
there must be at least three editions of 1,000 
copies of every book published.

HELPING PARNELL OUT. 

There appears to be no foundation for the 
report that Parnell's supporters in this country 
are divided in Irish politics because of differ- 
ences in American politics.

BIG AUCTION SALE OF RAILROAD ROLLING- 
STOCK. 

Hartrorp, Conn., Sept. ee e tthe 
largest auction sale of railroad rolling-stock 
ever beid in New England, if not in the coun- 
try, was that held today of stock which bas 
been in the use of the New York & New Eu- 
gland Road, under a car trust. It was sold by 
order of the United States Court for the * 
fit ot holders of the car-trust certificates, the 
railroad being in arrears in payment of rentais 
and instaliments. These certificates baving 
largely come into the bands of the trustees for 
the second-mortgage bondholders of the rail- 
road, and the order of the court allowing them 
to be applied in payment, the trustees were en- 
abled today to secure all the property sold and 
will continue it in the traffic of the road. Re- 
ceiver Clark, as agent for the trustees, bought 
all the lots offered, his purchases aggregating 
$337,000, which is 10 percent under the ap- 

raisal. The original cost of the property was 

750,000, so that the company has made a good 
bargain, most of the engines and cars baving

SHE RECOVERS HER CHILD. 


A MOTHER’S LONG SEARCH AT LAST RE- 
WARDED. 

EVANSVILLE, Ind., Sept. 24.—[Special.]—in 
the Superior Court this morning a suit of Mrs. 
Nancy Holeman against. Clemens Jacobs for 
possession of her child, which was abducted 
from her by ber husband, Reuben Holeman, 
from Douglas County, Missouri, two years 
ago, resuited in the child being restored to its 
mother. The facts learned from the evidence 
in the case are as follows: In the fallof 1883, as 
Mrs. Holeman, the mother, was absent from 
home, and while the little girl, then an infant, 
was lying asleep in its cradie, the father 
entered the house, took the chlld 
trom its resting-piacé; and disappeared.

The unusually severe 
weather of last winter killed fully two-thirds of 
all the appie trees in this portion of the State, 
and injuredso badiy the few that were not 
killed that in all probability they will die with- 
ina year. This misfortune has discouraged 
the farmers so much that it will be extremely 
doubtful whether they will replant. The dis- 
position seems to be now to make no further 
attempts to raise apples here, feeling that the 
climate is too severe. The apple trees have 
been killed in Northern Iowa three times in 
thirty years, at intervais of ten years, and each 
time they were killed by a heavy rain-storm 
followea by extremely cold weather, leaving 
the trees one complete mass of ice. From the 
best information we can obtain the farmers are 
generally cutting down the old trees and piow- 
ing up their orchards, and propose using the 
land for other inc ine ag 

ZANESVILLE, O., Sept. 24.—([Special.]—A 
light frost was observed on the low grounds 
bere this morning, but no special damage was 
done, as the corn crop is safe. 

SPRINGFIELD, III., Sept. 24.—| Special. |—Prof. 
8. A. Forbes, State Entomologist, bas prepared 
a paper regarding grasshoppers, in which he 
states that in the northern balf of the Central 
portion of the State has occurred this year an 
extraordinary outbreak of a few of our com- 
mon nat:ve locusts, or grasshoppers as they 
are more generaliy called, which has resulted 
in very considerabie injury to the various hay 
crops, to oats, to corn, and to many gurden 
and nursery plants. It is by no means certain 
that they will not rext year be more abundant 
and injurious than this. Should this be the 
case kerosene is recommended as a destroyer. 
Late in the season they roost at night ata 
little distance above the ground and are ren- 
dered sluggish by the damp air. At other 
times they easily take flight and may be driven 
point to point by proper measures. Kerosene 
is most readily used in a shallow, oblong sheet- 
iron pan, with an elevated back, so arranged 
tha: it may be drawn along the ground by two 
men, one at either end. A sma.l quantity of 
kerosene poured into the bottom of the pan is 
sufficient to kill a great number of the insects, 

BRAINERD, Minn., Sept. 24.—([Speciai.}— 
There isa markedly improved feeling among 
tarmers in this section over the advance of the 
wheat market and at the same time a plain de- 
termination to hold back every bushel possi- 
ble. Notin two years has there been so wide- 
spread a feeling that grain is to be high. 


A letter from Fargo, Dak., says; The ad- 
vance in the price of wheat by the Minneapo- 
lis Millers’ Association is an old dodge. They 
play it every season, and the granger swallows 
the ba‘t with the avidity of a Mississippi River 
catfish. Tue association owns the majority of 
the stock of the Western Pacific Elevator Com- 
pany and that of the Minnesota & Northern, 
aggregating about 100 elevators. To stimulate 
deliver.es they advance prices. The farmer, 
instead of shipping his grain to Minneapolis or 
Duluth, as he would do onaduil or deciining 
market, thereby saving elevator charges, 
shoves it into the grain-houses of the 
Millers’ Association here at home. You are 
probably aware that nine farmers out of 
ten never sell a busbel of wheat when it is at 
all possible to hold it upon an advancing market, 
and the result is that the millers get their 
wheat, issue thetr tickets therefor, ship it in to 
Minneapolis, grind it into flour, and ship it 
East or abroad before they have been called 
upon to pay acent for it. The -farmer holds 
their receipt, and when the occasion suits they 
knock the stuffing out of the market. Then 
the innocent grapger rushes pell-meli to the 
agencies of that beneficent institution and selis 
it at any price he can get, fearing that if he 
bolds on he may not get enough to pay storage 
and elevator charges. Personally I am not 
aggrieved by this condition of things, but I 
do pity the poor 160-acre farmer with his wife 
and little ones, who literally starve on 50-cent 
wheat, as thousands of them actually wanted 
the common necessaries of life last winter.“ 

[The writer of the above evidently feels very 
strongiy, and the situation is undoubtedly a pain- 
ful one, but what can any one do aboutit? The 
miller takes all the advantage possible, but has the 
plea that he cannot live and pay more for his ma- 
terial than others do. What is really wanted is 
the diffusion of a little worlaly wisdom among the 
tarmers themseives, so as to help them to avoid 
selling so much of their property on the cheapest 
market instead of the dearest. |

Whelpley of the St. Louis College of Pharmacy 
was introduced and presented the expernence 
of that society in adopting the New York and 
Brooklyn formulas. The resolutions were 
finaliy adopted. 

The delegates from the National Retail 
Druggists’ Association made a report that the 
associanon send delegates to their convention 
at Providence, R. I., next year. 

A. E. Ebert read a paper on Drug Adulter- 
ations.“ It showed that a great many drugs 
sold are adulterated, and recited a long list of 
this class and the amount found. The subject 
was discussed at considerable length by the 
delegates, the general tenor of their remarks 
being that they shouldccompel manufacturers 
to make pure drugs by refusing to sell any 
which were not of such a character. 

The Committee on Nominations next made 
their report. and the following officers were 
duly elected for the ensumg year: President, 
T. H. Patterson, Chicago; First Vice-President, 
F. A. Trickett, Carbondale; Second Vice-Presi- 
dent, M. B. Travis, Assumpuon; Third Vice-

N. Jamieson, Chicago; Treasurer. B. F. Gard- 
ner, Atlanta. Executive Committee—William 
Bodeman, Chicago; P. B. Neys, Monticello; H.C. 
Robbins, Creston. Nominations tor the mem- 
bers of the Board of Pharmacy: Charles W. 
Springfieid; Edward Schmaulhausen, 
Lawrenceville; William Bower, Olney. Rock- 
ford was selected as the place of the meeting 
next year the first Tuesday in June. H. C. 
Porter, Rockford, was elected Local Secretary. 

Prof. Oscar Oldberg presented a report from 
the Committee on Papers and Queries. The 
answers to many of the queries were so vol- 


‘uminous that they were not read, but were 


ordered to be condensed and cailated and pub- 
lisbed in the official report of the proceedings. 
Considerabie discussion was elicited over the 
query: Do the so-“alied ‘ non-secret’ remedies 
meet with popular favor, and to what extent 
do they decrease the demand for the so-called 
patent medieines?“ The drift of the debate 
sbowed a strong disposition in favor of reme- 
dies made by the pharmacists themselves, as 
they can then guarantee the true character of 
the ingredients. Those who had made an effort 
in this direction declared the result to be dis- 
advantageous to the sale of the ** patent medi- 
cines."" It was decided to elect a committee of 
three on the United States pharmacopeceia,-to 
bold office until after the convention of the 
National Pharmacopeal Association, which 
meets in five years, and which they will attend 
as delegates from this association. The follow- 
ing were elected: Charies E. Day, Sringtield; 
H. Biroth, Chicago; F. C. Bourscheipt, Peoria. 
The new officers were formally installed, after 
which the convention adjourned.

STINE HAS FLED. 


AND HIS BONDSMAN AND ATTORNEY ARE AFTER } 


: HIM—A CHECKERED CAREER. 

Last Mondav a man named J. J. Stine was ar- 
rested at the Palmer House, where he was reg- 
istered under the name of Adams. He had 
gone into Linington & Co.’s store on Randolph 
street and attempted to steal several dozen 
pencils. After his arrest detectives searched 
his trunk and found that it contained five 
small valises, each one filled with a miscella- 
neous assortment of articles, such as knives, 
combs, lead-pencils, perfumery, playing-cards, 


and even a regular burglar's saw, and $587 in 


money. This discovery led the police to be- 
lieve that he had for some time been carrying 
on a series of petty larcenies. When brought 
before Justice Meech the next morning he said 
that he was aciergyman and could prove his 
innocence. His case was set for Weduesdgy 
under $400 bonds. He sent for Frank D. Turner 
to act as his attorney, and be succeeded in get- 
ting bail for bim. When the case was 
called Wednesday morning Stine failed 
to appear, and at Mr. Turner’s request it 
was passed till the afternoon session. Four 
o'clock came, but with it no Stine, ana his 
bond; which was signed by A. H. Palmer, was 
declared forfeited. Stines’ appearance and 
manner bore out bis assertion that he was a 


| clergyman, and letters and documents found 


in his trunk prove its truth beyond doubt. 
Pinkerton’s detective agency has sent men out 
to look for him, as they suspect that he is the 
man who is wanted for raising checks upon the 
Flour City National Bank, Rochester, N. 1. A 
circumstance tending to verify this suspicion 
is an extract from a newpaper found in his 
trunk which gives the account of how a check 
tor $39.53 upon the Flour City Bank was raised 
to $3,900. Another curious document for an 
upright clergyman to have in his possession 
was the advertisement of a book entitied, 
“Crimes of Clergymen; or, a Grand 
Exposé of Clerical Villany.” From iet- 
ters addressed to him it was ascer- 
tained that he had been a vublio lecturer, 
a Lutheran evangelical minister, and had at 
different times apostatized and tried in turn to 
get an Episcopal and then a Presbyterian pas- 
torute. W. J. Palmer of No. 47 Williams street, 
New York, President of the Denver & Rio 
Grande Railroad, seems to have been one of 
hie victims, as one of his letters in which 
Palmer sent him $100 is still extant. A notice 
cut from some newspaper states that Stine did 
Rood service as a Federal spy during the War, 
and was instrumental in bringing on and plan- 
ning the successful fight of Gen. McClellan at 
South Mountain and Antietam.

office of Milk Inspector?” Dr. De Wolf was 
asked yesterday during a talk on the analysis 
of milk samples taken from the carts of Chi 
cago milk-dealers. 
“Not at all,“ be replied. “The system of 
milk inspection Ihave now inaugurated will 
prove more effective than a Milk Inspector. 
It is the duty of the police to see that each 
milk-wagon is numbered and marked with the 
name of the owner. It is also an easy matter 
for the pohce officer, whose authority no milk- 


| man is disposed to doubt for a moment, to 


collect samples from the wagons. Now I 
propose from time to time to have 
milk samples collected by the police 
without previous notice and avoiding 
every possibility of collusion, These samples 
will be submitted for analysis to Prof. Long, 
the result will be published, and the milkmen 
found to dea! in illeral milk—that is: skimmed, 
watered, or otherwise adulterated milk—will 
be prosecuted. The chemist will not know 
whose milk he analyzes, and the samples will 
not be identified uutil after analysis, to pre- 
vent any attempts at favoring this or that man. 
I shall also take steps to get samples from 
every milkman every time I want them. The 
effect of all this will be that tne milkmen will 
live in constant dread of exposure and prose- 
cution, and as a direct consequence the public 
will get better milk. I have every reason to 
believe that the miikmen are appreciating 
the situation. Some of them bave called 


on me and bave represented to me that they 


sold their milk exactly as they received it from 
the producer. My answer to them was, and 
will be, that it is their business to look after the 
men from whom they get their milk and to 
have a care that they get only the pure articie.”

THE FUNDS ARE LOW, 
SHERIFF'S EMPLOYES FEEL IT FOR 
THE FIRST TIME. 

For more than a month past business has 
been stagnant in the Sheriff's office, and Mr. 
Hanchett’s deputies have been enraged solely 
in serving summonses. On account of the 
fees derived from the many heavy business 
failures during the spring and summer of 1884 
the Sheriff managed to pay off the employés 
of his office for the three months that the 
County Treasurer was minus the cash in the 
general fund to meet the salary orders, but 
the Sheriff's employés will have to trust to 
luck for their salaries for the coming few 
months, as the revenues of the office will bare- 
ly sustain it in its actual running expenses 
outside the salary list. 

All the county employés except those of the 
County Treasurer are anxiously awaiting last 
month's salary, as are also a large number of 
jurors waiting to bave their time orders 
cashed. On account of the depleted condition 
of the county finances the Court-House is 
swarming daily with money-lending sharks of 
bigh and low degree, who stand ready to vash 
county salary orders at the rate of anywhere 
from 8 to 10 per cent off, and it is rumored 
that some of the chief clerks in certain de- 
partments stand ready to cash the salary 
vouchers of their subordinates at a handsome 
discount. It seems that most of the employés 
of the Treasurer's Office have deen provided 
with last month's salary.

A few days after be- was promoted to the 
Captaincy of the Chicago avenue police dis- 
trict Capt. Schaack called bis men together and 
informed them that, while he wished to deal 
kindly and leniently with them in all things, he 
would insist upon their obeying the rule for- 
biddmg policemen going into saloons and drink- 
ing while on duty or while wearing their uni- 
forms. He warned them that tney would be 
watched, and that any violation of the rule 
would be followed by immediate di8charge trom 
the force. As a consequence policemen are no

THE PUBLIC SCHOOL QUESTION. 

Cuicaco, Sept. 23.—-[Editor of The Tribune.] 
—In an editorial of this date you criticise 
severely, and I think justiy, the attitude which 
a Catholic priest has assumed before the public 
in the school question.

out. Against these are arrayed the undeniabie 
facts which stare us in the face and which, like 
the ghost of Banquo, will not away: (1) The 
National Guard requires a young man’s time, 
which in this day and generation is money. 
(2) It requires money as dues, the State not 
meeting all expenses incurred.

In former produo- 
tions of Shakspeare’s Comedy of Errors an 
indefinit color has been given to the incon- 
gruities of Ephesian Dukes and Christian ca- 


thedrals by mixing them up with the toga of 


the Roman forum and the cap and feathers of 
the middle ages. The time represented in the 
revival presented by Messrs. Robson and 
Crane, the second century of the Christian era 
is chosen as that in which it will be easiest to 
reconcile the action and place indica by 
Sbakspeare in his Comedy of 1 hes us 
was at this date (say A. D. 185) in most 
flourishing condition.

MINNEAPOLIS, Minn., Sept. 23.—(|Special.]— 
Receipts of the new wheat crop are very 
light. Receipts during the first three weeks 
of September, 1884, were 1,770,000 bushels, 
while for the same time this year they are 
only 1,327,000—a deorease of 443,000 bushels. 
The total receipts in September, 1884, were 
8,000,000 in round numbers, put the receipts 
this month will fall short nearly or quite 1,000,- 
000 bushels. Farmers are everywhere holding 
for better prices. Although the weather dur- 
Ing the last week has been very favorable 
thrashing has slowly. Reports from 
nearly 300 points in the Northwest say the 
farmers will hold their wheat as long as they 
can, and will not sell on the present basis of 
prices. It is generally expected that the 
movement of spring wheat will be 
heaviest about the middle of October, as a 
great many farmers have obligations matur- 
ing about that time and will be compelled to 
sell then. The millers have shown considera- 
ble anxiety lately about getting supplies, 
and have advanced prices at country points 
about six cents during the last week. 
Special efforts are making to keep the stuff 
from ging to Duluth, and the miilersa have 
given instructions to meet the prices of other 
buyers at all competing points. Millers from 
the winter-wheat districts are reaching up into 
this country for supphes, and there is no 
doubt that our millers have made up their 


minds o «eep their grip on the best hard 


wheat of the Northwest and will make the out- 
side people pay for all they get. The Muliers’ 
Association today advanced prices 8 cents in 
the country, making an increase of about 10 
cents in the last ten days.

WEDNESDAY’S STORM, 


GREAT DESTRUCTION TO PROPERTY—MANY 
VESSELS SUFFER FROM THE FURY OF THE

Both ves- 
sels then pounded upon ‘the shore, and, al- 
though the owner of the Alida tried to get one 
of the barbor tugs to attempt to pull her off, 
none of them would venture, and the Alida 
will prove a total oss. The cargo will have to 
be taken out of the Sirius before she can be 
gotten off. The Alida was not insured. 

The Norwegian bark Tordenskjold, which 
recently went ashore on Meagher’s beach, is 
completely broken up. Some of her wreckage 
is being washed ashore at Point Pleasant. 

The new branch of the Intercolonial Rail- 
way, running to Dartmouth, suffered from the 
effects of the storm.
